The costs of modern campaign- | 


ing are astronomical. Television, 
radio, newspaper advertising and 
travel all run into money.

They do not say a 
candidate has personality or polit- 
ica! sex appeal. Since it is an in- 
tangible quality with which a man 
is born, and cannot acquire, they 
are right to call it ‘‘magic.”’ And if 
those with magic turn to television 
because it pictures and enhances 
the theatrical, if sometimes shal- 
low quality of showmanship, then 
the opponent without it must take 
speech and poise lessons and try 
to appear as a solid fellow in 
whom the still waters of states- 
manship run deeply. 


All this costs money. 


The candidate who has it mak- 
eth glad the hearts of~his sup- 
porters. In recent times we have 
seen two men of great wealth 
he elected to office and serve 
well, both as governors of New 
York, Averell Harriman and Nel- 
son Rockefeller. Both broke the 
old pattern. Time was, because 
of the folkways of the frontier, a 
feitow couldn't offer for  of- 
fice unless he was an ex-soldier 
or had been born in a log cabin 


and could speak knowingly of 
having plowed, pitched hay and 


milked cows. 


Not all candidates can be mil- 
lonaires. But the cost of a cam- 
paign for the presidency requires 
millions: There is hardly an of- 
fice within the gift of the people 
today, including the most humble, 
which does not cost more to win 
than it pays for the first year in 
it. If men do not have it they 
must find it. And underworld 
sources, well as special in- 
terests, are always willing to buy 
a candidate.

Present Status 


Adjai Stevenson and former 
President Truman have correctly, 
we think, condemned the present 
status of primaries. A few states 
hold them. They prove little. 
They are expensive, time consum- 
ing, physically exhausting, and 
not always helpful. 


The late Wendell Willkie was 
smashed politically in a Wiscon- 
sin primary by Gov. Tom Dewey. 
Adlai Stevenson was almost driv- 
en from the race in 1956 by Sen. 
Kefauver’s early primary vic- 
tories. A fellow named Harry 
Truman ran fourth place.in a 
Wisconsin primary—and yet was 
elected to the White House. Mr. 
Truman describes primary re- 
sults as being so much eye-wash. 
(This may comfort Mr. Nixon, 
who ran third in Wisconsin.) 


The Messrs. Truman and Ste- 
venson say there is something to 
be said for preferential primaries 
—but only if each state has one 
—and if they are paid for by the 
federal government. 


We may be closer to some ver- 
sion of federal assistance in elec- 
tions than we think. The cost of 
campaigning now requires about 
$50,000 to run for the U.S. Sen- 
ate or governor in one of the 
larger states. The bill for White 
House campaigning is in the mil- 
lions. As populations and costs 
of communicating with voters 
grow, we soon will squeeze out 
of politics all but the wealthy or 
those who do not concern them- 
selves about the origin of cam- 
pa'gn contributions.

HAVANA—The movement of revolutionary recov- 
ery, an underground organization made up of Premier 
Castro’s former followers who now oppose him, has is- 
sued a clandestine proclamation to the Cuban people

KNOWN BY INITIALS 


The movement, known by its 
initials M.R.R. and using a tri- 
dent as its insigne, is believed to 
be the emost anti-regime group 
to have emerged in Cuba since 
Castro’s victory on Jan. 1, 1959, 
“though it does not yet constitute 
an immediate threat to the re- 
gime.”’ 


It is composed mostly of mili- 
tary and civilians who have helped 
Castro to fight the Batista dic- 
tatorship in the revolutionary 
days. Many of them have held or 
still hold military positions in 
the rebel armed forces of Premier 
Castro. Others have had or still 
have jobs in the government. 


This organization is still in the 


|formative stage but, as far as it 


is known, it is becoming the focus 
of attraction for disillusioned fol- 
lowers of Castro who feel that 
the revolution has taken the wrong 
track, particularly because of 
what they see as the growing 
Communist influence in the re- 
gime. 

OPPOSITION. GROUPS

Later, adding fuel to the furor, 
Capt. Peyton revealed that the 
Offshore Exploration Group of 
Houston, Texas, has asked for 
permission to conduct tests off 
the Georgia coast. to determine 
the possibility of oil bearing strata 
under the water. The company 
represents oil companies in con- 
ducting such tests. It would not 
reveal the name of its client. 


After the State Mineral Leasing 
Commission, prompted by the 
Pure Oil application for drilling 
rights, agreed to open such rights 
to competitive bidding, the Off- 
shore Exploration Group  with- 
drew its application, saying its 
client would have to decide wheth- 
er it wanted to participate in the 
bidding before any tests were 
made. 


WHAT BASIS? 


Aside from the sudden interest 
shown by Pure Oil Co. what is 
there. to justify a non-profes- 
sional belief in the existence of 
oil within Georgia boundaries? 


In the first place, another ma- 
jor oil company has been making 
inland tests for oil during the 
past several months. Humble Oil 
Co., with headquarters in Texas, 
has acquired oil leases on 500,000 
acres in southeast Georgia and on 
another 150,000 acres in south- 
west Georgia. So far as has been 
made .public, no oil has been 
found but the cempany is still 
interested and is still testing aft- 
er more than a year’s work.

FIRST SHOT AT FT. SUMTER WAS ON 12TH 


Big Dates tor Confederacy in April 


By FRANK WELLS 

April was the big month for the Confed- 
eracy. The war began with the firing of 
the first gun on Ft, Sumter in Charleston 
harbor on April 12, 1861, and ended—to all 
intents and purposes—with Lee’s surrender 
at Appomatox on April 9, 1865, and John- 
ston’s surrender on April 26. 


The Ft. Sumter episode—the ‘“‘shot heard 
round the world’’—was a.short, intense bat- 
tle and the first federal troops killed actually 
occurred after the battle was over. 


Confederate Gen. Beauregard, on orders 
from Richmond, ordered Federal Maj. Rob- 
ert Anderson to evacuate the fort. The order 

assed to Anderson on the 10th. 


He replied that he would evacuate on the 
15th if he got no supplies or received no 
other orders from Washington. 


— 


This wasn’t good enough for Beauregard. 
He told Ander he would start firing at 
dawn on April ‘W. 


At 4:30 a.m. on the 12th the first shot of 
the Civil War was fired by Capt. George S. 
James. The Federals did not return the 
fire until 7:30, when Abner Doubleday, then 
a captain, fired the first answering gun. 


The firing into the fort was so intense 
that Anderson could not man many of the 
guns stationed there. The firing continued 
all day and through the night. At about 1:30 
the next day, the Federal flagstaff was shot 
away, and Anderson surrendered, 


Anderson and his men were evacuated on 
April 14 by steamship, and sailed for New 
York. It was during this evacuation that the 
first Federal soldier was killed

Benefits which will accrue to Atlanta 
from urban renewal cannot be measured 
exactly in dollars and cents since so 
many of them will be in intangible assets 
which cannot be fitted into exact esti- 
mates. 

However, one can predict fairly ac- 
curately dollar values which will result 
from clearing the five slum areas now 
scheduled. Renewal officials and the Cen- 
tral Atlanta Assn. have come up with 
facts and figures showing that at least 
200 million dollars will be put into cir- 
culation by the five projects. 

In addition to costs of clearing the 
land, two-thirds of which will be paid 
by the federal government, redevelop- 
ment by private enterprise in the amount 
of $122,768,326 already is planned. 

As a result of redevelopment now 
in sight, it is estimated that city ad 
valorem revenues from the five areas 
will jump from $173,602 to $1,054,317 
annually—a whopping increase of $880,- 
715. In addition, present county and state 
taxes will be increased fivefold — from 
$86,799 to $526,507—without their having 
contributed any funds at all to the proj- 
ects themselves. 

Today these slum areas cost more to 
provide with city services than they re- 
turn in taxes. And unless the spread of 
slums and blight is chécked, in time we 
would be facing civic financial chaos. 

Cities which undertook renewal proj- 
ects years ago have found the results far 
outweigh the difficulties encountered. 
And the public has responded with de- 
mands for more and more. Even when 
cities themselves have had to bear most 
of the costs, the investment has proved 
wise. 

As Hamilton Douglas said the other 
day in amnouncing his resignation from 
the Board of Aldermen, Atlanta’s five- 
project initial urban renewal program is 
now fully on the road. But this must not 
be the end. Planning larger, more com- 
prehensive programs of the future is in- 
deed in order. 

Atlanta businessmen are being urged 
to follow the example of other cities in 
investing funds for redeveloping down- 
town. Such investments not only have 
proved wise from the standpoint of direct 
financial gains but indirectly as well. 

The task of rebuilding will be long 
and arduous but results from the five 
projects should create public enthusi- 
asm which will sustain “larger, more 
comprehensive programs of the futuré-”

We’re Prodded Again 
On Need for Teachers 


The Southern Regional Education 
Board has prodded us again. 

“Almost 50,000 new college teachers 
will be needed in the South in the next 
10 years and with salaries lagging be- 
hind other regions the teachers will be 
hard to get,” says the board in its latest 
report. 

Our school future is desperate. That 
it should be further complicated by 
the probability of closed schools and the 
frightening away of teachers who want 
to teach and who wish to have unin- 
terrupted careers is a further tragedy. 


It is a little ironic that we never 
consult those most interested—the teach- 
ers and the. students—about what they 
would like to see in education. The fu- 
ture will remain critical until we are 
willing to face facts and make a de- 
cision. True, the decision, if against edu- 
cation, could destroy it or reduce it to 
a half or third-loaf status. But we can- 
not escape paying the final bill.

SE’s Bank Resources 
Aid Region’s Stability 


Ability of Georgia and other South- 
eastern states to finance more of their 
economic and industrial expansion with 
local funds has been cited as another ma- 
jor factor in the region’s progress. © 

This seems to be borne out in recent 
figures released by the Atlanta field of- 
fice of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce showing that banks in the seven- 
state area at the end of last year held 
time deposits of $4,722,400,000. Grand to- 
tal of both savings and checking accounts 
added up to $16,681,714,000 in operating 
banks in the region. 

These time deposits or savings accounts 
have risen by $2,862,700,000 since the end 
of World War II. While amounts vary in 
the various states, they have doubled or 
trebled in most instances. Florida, for 
instance, showed an increase of 277 per 
cent. Georgia's increase was from $312,- 

to $702,600,000—a boost of 124 


cent. 
_. While the region’s relative economic 
gains have been faster in the postwar 
years than the national average, there has 
been a tendency in the last several years 


\, 


of slowing down in rate of growth. The 
region still is behind most of the nation 
in such categories as per capita income. 

Continued rise in the region’s manu- 
facturing payroll now places it in third 
place in the nation in number of persons 
employed in industrial plants. . 

Dependent so long for operating capi- 
tal on financial centers of the North and 
East, the fact the Southeast is able to 
draw on its own financial resources more 
and more should assure greater stability 
in its growth pattern.

Why Do the Candidates 
Make So Much Noise? 


Why do presidential candidates put on 
a mammoth circus that keeps the country 
in an uproar for months and drives can- 
didates to exhaustion? 

The people, of course, enjoy the show 
and candidates respond like the good 
actors most of them are. Buf why is it 
all necessary? Why don’t candidates sit 
quietly at home and deliver statements 
about all the issues that come up without 
the travel, ranting and ham acting? 


There js a good reason for it, accord- 
ing to Robert Bendiner in the March is- 
sue of Harper’s Magazine. And proof of 
the reason is given by what happened in 
the 1948 campaign when Harry Truman, 
taking advantage of GOP cockiness, cap- 
tured the election merely by getting his 
supporters to the polls while the Repub- 
licans stayed at home in droves. 

Mr. Bendiner points out that at least 
a third and sometimes almost half of those 
who are eligible to vote fail to show up 
at the polls. It is these absent voters who 
sometimes decide elections—as they did 
in 1948. 

Constant prodding and warnings that 
the election is not in the bag thus be- 
comes the candidates’ big job. And right 
now, Vice President Nixon, who does not 
have the advantage of national audiences 
in the primary side shows, is having a 
difficult time keeping up public interest. 

At any rate, the show is on and the 
voters who stay home in November could 
decide who is our next president.

Soviets Adopt Another 
Principle of Capitalism 


A somewhat pained Soviet Union is 
moving reluctantly toward yet another 
capitalist theory, namely that it costs less 
to mass produce new vehicles than it 
does to continue making parts and doing 
repair work across a long span of years. 

The Soviets have attacked this cap- 
italistic concept as a waste. Now the econ- 
omists of the U.S.S.R., noting that road 
transport is breaking down because so 
many of the trucks are old and frequently 
in need of repair, which takes them out 
of service for long periods of time, 
frankly admit it costs more in man work 
hours and in materials to go on repair- 
ing these antiquated vehicles than to 
build new ones. 

During the past seven to eight years 
the output of trucks in Russia has in- 
creased by 60 per cent while the output 
of spare parts has gone up 450 per cent. 

Here again we have one of the para- 
doxes of the U.S.S.R. It leads in rockets. 
Yet its system of roads and its transport 
system are woefully behind the capitalist 
countries.

Dalton’s Tax Revision 


Is Based on Realities 


Dalton is leaving the ranks of local 
governments that penalize themselves by 
clinging to unrealistic tax structures. 


The city has adopted the policy of 
assessing real estate on its actual value. 


Under the new arrangement the tax 
digest is expected to jump from $23,500,- 
000 to between $80,000,000 and $100,- 
000,000. 

As a result, the city plans to lower 
the levy from 30 mills to eight or nine. 

Another highly important feature of 
the revamping process is the study given 
to equalizing the tax load. 

Dalton’s approach is in direct con- 
trast to the line followed by the majority 
of cities and counties in Georgia. They 
place a ridiculously low evaluation on 
property. It’s considered good politics to 
do so. 

But the end result of placing a cheap 
price tag on property for taxation is a 
sky-high millage rate. 

There have been numerous reports of 
prospective industries being lost by com- 
munities simply because their tax struc- 
tures are unrealistic. The practice of 
imposing high millage upon property 
listed on the digest as practically worth- 
less is an effective means of killing oppor- 
tunities to obtain new plants. _ 

A study of Dalton’s tax revisions 
should be a must for all Georgia cities and 
counties that deflate property” evalua- 
tions and inflate their millage rates.

Is U.S. Space Program 


Slipping Further Behind? 


Members of the Senate Space Committee did not blanch when 
Dr. T. Keith Glennan, civilian space chief, predicted that his program 
would require 12 billion to 15 biilion dollars in the next decade. In- 


stead, 


they merely asked Glennan whether the 915 million dollars 


requested for next year was enough. 


The attitude of the senators, 
who normally are more budget 
minded, reflects a willingness by 
Congress to help the space agency 
—the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration ‘NASA) — 
catch up to the Russians. It indi- 
cates, too, that the senators know 
the space program will not be 
cheap. Their general lack of criti- 
cism further shows a readiness 
to let the agency run its show. 

Evidence is piling up, however, 
that some _ searching qugstions 
might be in order. Missiles and 
Rockets magazine, which closely 
follows developments in the space 
field, believes America’s ‘“‘space 
lag is» even worse than some 
critics have said it is.” 

*‘Not only is the United States 
behind Russia in space,”’ says the 
magazine, “the United States also 
is slipping far behind the sched- 
ule of space exploration that 
some of its best minds believed 
possible nearly a year and a half 
ago.” 

For example, 20 experts ques- 
tioned in 1958 said that the United 
States could land a man on the 
moon by 1968 at the latest. 
NASA’s target date is naw about 
1972. Dr. Herbert F. York, now 
research director for the Defense 
department, said a high priority 
program could put Americans on 
the -moon in 1965 and on Mars 
and Venus in 1968. 
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As for the Saturn program, Dr. 
Glennan said recently that the 
first operational booster would be 
launched in 1964. (The Saturn, a 
cluster of rockets, is expected to 
provide 1.5 million pounds of 
thrust and permit American satel- 
lites to be as big as those of 
the Russians.) Boeing official 
George Stoner said in 1958 that 
a 1.5-million-pound thrust booster 
could be developed by 1961 and 
Brig. Gen. Homer Bouchey, Air 
Force advanced technology di- 
rector, said four million pounds of 
thrust should be possible by 1964. 

Other discrepancies are numer- 
ous. 


Speculation is easier than car- 
rying out complex space prob- 
lems. But the experts who did 
the speculating were men fully 
aware of the difficulties. The lag 
all up and down the line between 
their forecasts and NASA's sched- 
ule is therefore particularly dis- 
turbing. 

If Dr- Glennan needs more 
money—and many of the experts 
in 1958 put space costs at 20 bil- 
lion dollars or more for the 10- 
year period—it behooves him to 
ask more from the sympathetic 
senators. If there are other rea- 
sons for the lag, them the sen- 
ators—with less sympathy—ought 
to find out what they are.

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Kennedy Venture 
Hits Critical Point 
WASHINGTON—Sen. Kennedy has reached a 


critical point in his quest for the presidency. His 
personal charm, his money, his religion and his 


dispassionate intelligence have carried him to a high plateau, still far 
below the summiit, but ironically, these very same factors are now 


beginning to cause him trouble. 

Having reached a height be- 
yond any other candidate for the 
Democratic nomination, he would 
like to see the national debate 
turn now to the issues of the six- 
ties and the qualities mecessary 
in a president of the future. But 
this is not happening. 

Instead, he finds himself. wide- 
ly regarded as a young, rich,” 
handsome, Catholic personality- 
boy, and while this is useful in 
the preliminary skirmishes for the 
nomination it is too shallow and 
theatrical an image for the deci- 
sive phase of the campaign. 

If Kennedy were merely a well- 
heeled cover boy, benefiting from 
the natural resentments of the 
Catholic voters, there would be a 
certain rough justice in his pres- 
ent dilemma.

While this fire was being ex- 
tinguished, flames roared across 
the street at a service station. A 
can of tire dressing was burning 
atop a 50-gallon barrel of mineral 
spirits. 

A few minutes later, smoke bil- 
lowed from a garage at 1028 Vir- 
ginia Ave. A wrecked automo- 
bile, which had been placed in 
the garage for repairs, was burn- 
ing. 

Then up the street, a garbage 
can and trash bin burst into 
flames in front of a delicatessen 
at 992 Virginia Ave. 


Meanwhile, back at station 19, 
a newspaper carrier boy dashed 
inside to report another fire. 


“TI had just arrived from home 
to begin my investigation,” said 
Lt. Sullivan, “‘when this lad in- 
formed me that a trash can di- 
rectly across the street from the 
station house was burning.” 


Fires followed inside a clean- 
ing plant at 998 Virgina Ave., 
inside an import firm next door 
at 1000 Virginia Ave., and in a 
vacant building at 1026 Virginia 
avenue.

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King of Masters and Golf 


AUGUSTA—Arnold Palmer, wearing a green coat 
and a happy expression, was sitting in the cottage 
adjacent to the Augusta National Clubhouse late Sun- 
day afternoon conducting a meet-the-press session. 
The Masters Tourhament was over and the setting was 
practically the same as it had been a year ago. But 


this time the plot was vastly different by arrangement 
of Arnold Palmer. 


Last year Palmer, attempting to become the first Masters 
champion to put titles back-to-back, had soaked up a harrowing 
triple bogey six on No. 12. However, he was the leader on the board 
Ke oe ss with a final total of 286 when he stepped 
off the 18th green. 


Palmer appeared to have an even 
=; chance to claim the crown, for only 
-; Art Wall and Cary Middlecoff could 
© overhaul him. As Palmer discussed his 
- round, Tournament Chairman Cliff 
= Roberts entered the room and reported 
‘? that Wall had birdied three of the last 
4 four holes. Wall eventually birdied five 
of the last six holes in a sensational 
stretch to win the crown. Middlecoff 
then recorded a 285 and Palmer finished 
third. 


Be a However, Sunday afternoon Palmer 
._-. was the man still on the course when 
Ken Venturi, the apparent winner, sat 
down in the cottage. Venturi, making a 
remarkable recovery from his first day 
42 on the backside, seemed to have 
Outlar fractured the Masters hex. He had 
parred the 18th for a 70 to finish with 283. Playing partner Dow 
Finsterwald had bogied the last hole and was one stroke back. 


Venturi was hustled behind the closed cottage doors by the 
Pinkertons but, in accordance with the fine new policy at 
Augusta, he would be available for interviews before presenta- 
tion ceremonies. At that juncture, odds-on favorite Palmer was 
on No. 14, a stroke behind Venturi. 


Finsterwald, who would have tied Palmer for the crown if he 
hadn't lost two strokes via a putting penalty opening day, was 
naturally downcast over his faltering finish at No. 18. The man, 
who had one-putted 31 greens, two-putted the last ‘one. 


—Venturi Finished First, Then Second 


“I don’t go for all those ifs about my two-stroke penalty,” 
Finsterwald said. “I could kick myself for doing it, but I was for- 
tunate they allowed me to remain in the tournament.” 


The beaming Venturi, who has played some of the best and 
worst golf in Masters history, then sat down in the cottage to await 
the outcome. He refuse, of course, to accept congratulations on being 
the new champion. He was aware Arnold Paimer could take it all. 


Nevertheless, Venturi was as enthusiastic as a new Masters 
champion should be. 


He talked about his closing round of 70, his nightmarish 42 on 
the back side Thursday and various other topics. A man then asked 
if Venturi knew how the other contanders, other than playing part- 
ner Finsterwald, were faring throughout the afternoon.

“There's one more hole to go, and he can beat me or lose to 
me,’ Venturi said and quickly departed from the room. The man 
who hadn't looked at the scoreboard all day was jolted when he 
finally took a look on TV, for he saw Palmer sink a six-foot putt to 
become the 1960 Masters champion. 


A few minutes before Venturi had jokingly remarked that he 
hoped to win a Masters tournament some day, and how he was 
aware that he would have to wait at least till next year. The Augusta 
jinx and Palmer whipped Venturi once again, but the man won the 
admiration of one and all with his courageous comeback in the 24th 
Masters. 


It took the greatest golf to beat Venturi Sunday. 
—The Green Coat Snugly Fits Palmer 

When Palmer headed for the 15th tee he knew Venturi was in 
with a 283. He parred the 520-yard hole. He also parred par three 
No..16, just as he parred 10 of the final 13 holes. He had only four 
birdies all afternoon, but he made the last two on 17 and 18. When 
the chips are down, Palmer is at peak. He recently won Pensacola 
tourney via the same formula. 


He has now won five teurnaments this year and the record 
$17,500 take-home pay from the Masters boosted his record bank 
account in three months and 10 days to $44,000. 


When Palmer entered the crowded cottage even the writers gave 
him a rousing hand. They then inquired what Venturi had said. 


“He congratulated me,” Palmer said. ‘I told him that I was 
sorry it had to come out this way, but I was glad. Ken did a great 
job in this tournament, and no outsider felt more unhappy than I did 
when he had a 42 in the first round.” 


A man asked Palmer to describe how he felt as he approached 
the 17th and 18th tees with all the weight in the world of Augusta 
riding on his broad shoulders. 


“I probably wasn’t any more-nervyous at 18 than I was at the 
first hole,” Palmer said. “‘I always feel nervous tension . . . in 
fact, I worry if I don’t because I don’t play as well. Today my mouth 
was real dry on the last two holes. I don’t know how you describe 
the feeling . . . it’s like walking and getting nowhere.” 


What are Palmer’s plans for the immediate and distant 
future? Does he want to win 104 tournaments like Snead, or 
bank several thousand more and retire? 


“Right now, I'm going home to Latrobe, Pa., and rest. I may 
play New Orleans . I'm almost sure I'll play Houston. As for 
retiring, I have no plans for retiring in at least 10 years.” 


And that’s bad news for the rest of the pros, for Palmer at 30 is 
firmly planted on the throne occupied in recent years by Ben Hogan 
and Sam Snead. He’s not only a golfer, he’s an athlete who probably 
would have been a stickout in any sport. There’s no doubt, how- 
ever, that Palmer chose the correct sport. He might have been one 
of the best in some other field. He’s the best in golf today.

FAST REPRODUCTION 


“The major snag is fast re- 
production,” he said. “If you 
save babies and the aged from 
dying and increase the food, the 
numbers increase until you are 
back in the same _ position. 
Some form of birth control is 
the answer.”’ 


Dr. Waddington said that de- 
spite religious beliefs which 
condemn artificial methods of 
birth control, he believes the 
religious beliefs against the high 
infantile mortality rate will 
prove stronger, and some form 
of birth control will eventually 
be adopted. 


“The great biological changes 
in the worid in the future wil 
not come in America or Eng- 
land,”” he continued. “This will 
take place in India or Africa, 
where a new-burn baby’s life 
expectancy is now about half 
that of an American.” He ex- 
plained that the average Ameri- 
can can expect to live at least 
40 to 50 years; the African or 
Indian can expect only to reach 
20 years of age. 


SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 


Dr. Waddington, a Cambridge 
graduate who is now director of 
the Institute of Animal Genetics 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
said he believed making avail- 
abie the advantage of medical 
progress to the entire population 
of backward countries is easier 
through a system of socialized 
medicine. 


‘Your system of medicine here 
involves a great deal of charity 
contributions from wealthy peo- 
ple, a commodity the impover- 
ished countries such as India 
do not have,” he explained, 


The geneticist, smiling at a 
remark littling his chosen 
field, said he believed the im- 
portant changes yet to come to 
mankind “are not biological, 
but intellectual.” 


“Man, unlike other animals, 
has two kinds of heredity—the 
physical and biological, and 
his heridity through his capacity

to learn and think, which is 
the more important.”’ 


Dr. Waddington explained 
that even the changes in the 
physical appearance and size 
of mankind today as opposed to 
the smaller races of past gen- 
erations have been brought 
about by changes in nutrition 
and health practices. 


When questioned about the 
possibility of atomr@ fallout 
causing reproduction of plhysi- 
cally imperfect mutants, Dr. 
Waddington said he believed 
this “is not,as dangerous as 
one feared it might be.”’ 


“Atomic fallout can create 
certain harmful heredity mu- 
tants, but other things do too, 
such as exposure to certain 
chemicals and _ poisonous 
gases,” he said. 


Suppressing atomic fallout 
would be ‘‘a good thing,”’ he 


continued, “‘but the real danger 
is atomic wartare.”’ 


RED HERRING 


“People have made fallout 
and its effects a red’ herring; 
the danger of war is far more 
important,” Dr. Waddington 
said, adding that strontium, 
which causes bone cancer, is 
extremely dangerous. *

with a fiery longing in his brain: 


Which of us has known his 
brother?

Critics are inclined to doubt 
the significance of Wolfe’s art, 
but ask his readers about it— 
particularly his Southern read- 
ers. 


SOUTHERN APPEAL 


Wolfe’s work appeals to the 
Southerner—to his taste for high- 
blown language, his love of na- 
ture’s mystery. 

Appropriate, then, that a 
Seuthern theater audience will 
at last get a chance to see 
“Leok Homeward, Angel,’’ the 
most Southern of his works. 

It will appear Monday night, 
for the first time, on a Southern 
stage—Atlanta’s Tower Theater. 

“Angel,” adapted for the stage 
by Ketti Frings, was first pre- 
sented on Broadway in 1958. 


HOPKINS STARS 

Miriam Hopkins, a Georgian, 
starred as Wolfe’s mother in the 
original Broadway presentation 
and will appear again in three 
Atlanta performances. Which is 
also appropriate: 

“TI understand Southern wom- 
en; I’m one of them,”’ Miss Hop- 
kins has said, ‘‘With Southern 
women there’s a kind of wooing 
of anything in pants, even a boy 
of four... .” 

Wolfe spoke with a different 
sort of eloquence about the 
child-parent relationship, the 
wooing, the Oedipus complex or 
whatever it is (though with 


Wolfe it was not as specific as 
any of these): 


Naked and alone we came 
into exile. 

In her dark womb 

We did not know our 
mother’s face; 

From the prison of her flesh 
have we come 

Into the unspeakable and

This is the sort of thing that 
Southerners like—and that does 
not exclude the people in his 
home tewn of Asheville, N.C.
